FAMILY SEAT IN MEATH 
DESTROYED.

Sir John Dillon, Bart., was at Navan last 
Saturday awarded £17,824 compensation, fcr 
the malicious destruction by fire of his house, 
at Lismullen, near Tara. The award included 
amounts claimed for furniture, pictures, coins 
and stamps. The claim was the first to be 
made under the new Act. 

The burning occurred on April 6th, 1923. 
when at 11 p.m. armed men arrived at, the 
mansion and told Sir John, who was 82 years 
old, that they had orders to destroy the 
house. The raiders allowed members of the 
family to remove a few articles of silver and 
some pictures, including a Reynolds, which 
had to be cut from its frame, and sustained 
damage which reduced its value by £500. 


COINS AND STAMPS. 

The claim included an item of £1,600 for 
@ collection of coins. “Coins, bank of 
Government notes, or currency of any 
country,’ are excluded from claims under the 
Compensation Act, but it was contended that 

*“coins”’ here meant current coins, whereas 
Sir John's collection was of coins issued in 
the reigns of the early Edwards, and not now 
current. Similarly, there was a claim for 
stamps, which had no value as such as they 
were specimens of obsolete issues. 

A patent conferring the title of baron of the 
Roman Empire was also lost in the fire. Sir

WORK OF FIVE MEN. 

Sir John Dillon, in his evidence, said that 
five men did the burning. He was locked in 
the diningroom while the raiders sprinkled 
the place with petrol. After the tire had 
been started he was sent to the stable. The 
coins were stored in a walnut cabinet in a 
safe. The Reynolds picture—a family pees 
he found next morning rolled up on the lawn 
and covered with frost.

FULL REINSTATEMENT. 

The judge awarded £8,860 for the building, 
with full reinstatement clause, and £8,964 for 
the contents, including the amounts claimed 
for coins and stamps, which, he held, were 
pot excladed by the terms of the Act, as they 
were not current.

John D. Wilkinson claimed £700 for the 
loss of property in his father’s house at 
Barronstown, Tara, when it was damaged by 
bombs and fire on April 7, 1923. The claim 
included £200 for a stamp collection. The 
epplicant said that he had been speculating in 
stamps since 1895. The Judge awarded £628, 
la which is included £200 for the stamps.

Counsel regretted dragging 
the name of the dead President before the 
court, but pointed out that it was not against 
President Ebert as the man, but against him 
as the leader of the Social Democrats. If 
the leader of the party uilty of treason, 
the Republic is a ot he said The 
judge corrected this statement of counsel, in- 
sisting that it was Rothardt who was on his 
trial, and not the late President.
